We are glad to note that for the first time in many years, the 
Available Assets over balance the indebtedness. If no unfore- 
seen Causalties occur, with proper management another year will 
wipe out our indebtedness. There are unsettled accounts out- 
standing against the town to the amount of probably about — 
$100.00. We think if the town raises a tax of $800.00, this 
with the amount in the hands of the Collector and Treasurer 
will be sufficient to pay the balance of the debt, and the current 
expenses for the year.

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Having attended to the duties devolving upon me, I submit 
the following report. lam pleased with the standing of our 
schools and the progress made during the past year. Your com-’ 
mittee and teachers have worked together harmoniously for the 
benefit of our schools with the co-operation of parents as far as 
they have manifested an interest in the cause of education. Last 
year | tried to present the matter of education somewhat, sho w- 
ing a lack of manifest interest in visiting our schools, duties of | 
parents to children at home as well as at school, in what true 
education consists, &c., all of which is as applicable this year 
as last. ‘True education as I have heretofore hinted, is not to 
stuff the mind and improve the intellect .to the neglect of our 
moral aud physical natures, but the three must be so cultivated 
as to form one harmonious whole, a perfect man. The cultiva-: 
tion of the mind while the moral sentiments remain dormant or. 
becomes corrupt too often proves a curse rather than a blessing. 
Our system of public schools hs helped to raise the United 
States to the foremost rank among the nations of the earth. 
The enormous amount of reading matter sent broadcast over the 
country indicates that we are a reading people, but the truly be- 
nevolent mind views with pain the slow improvment in a moral 
point of view of society in our much loved land. The subject 
of common schoal education is of such vast importance is fraught 
with such momentous consequences, that I will not attempt to 
discuss it, but leave it to more masterly minds, merely pointing 
out one of the present need to accomplish the desired object, 
of wisely educating our children. The more I look into the 
subject and have to do with schools, the more I am convinced 
that we need a more liberal amount of school money which would 
be attended with two beneficial results, that.of lengthing our 
schools and securing the services of our best teachers which I 
think would go far,.and do much to accomplish the object under 
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consideration. A good teacher carries his school in himself. His 
own life and daily “walk and conversation” are hourly “object 
lesson” in morals and manners. Gen. Garfield, returning to his 

alma mater, Williams College Mass., which for many years was 

known chiefly by the great teachings of Dr. Hopkins, said at 
commencement dinner: “I rejoice with you over the new sur- 

roundings of our old college; these beautiful buildings, large 

collections, ample endowments, and the impovements of this 

beautifnl town. But permit me to say that if I were forced to 

elect between all this without Dr. Hopkins, and Dr. Hopkius 

with only a shingle and a piece of chalk, under an appie tree, he 

on one end of an Oak log and Ion the other I would say 

My university shall be Dr. Hopkins, president and college im one” 

which shows the estimation he placed upon a good teacher and 

that nothing else could supply the place of one. Nothing goes . 
well with a poor teacher who ever he may be, and all goes well 

when the true master or mistress swings open the humblest 

school house door. If we wish to educate our children so that 

they may rank high as scholars and teachers, would it not be 

well for us to consider this subject and act accordingly? Is it 

not a wise saying that ‘taxation for the children is an investment 

in all that good men and women hold dearest in our land 2” . 

In order to break up one of the worst practices in our schocls, 

that of whispering, I offered as an incentive to insert the names 

of those who would refrain from whispering through the term, in 

my report, under Roll of Honor in deportment, which had its 

designed and desired affect. It is manifestly a help to teachers 

and a great benefit to scholars to have them govern themselves. 

Much might be said in praise of schools in districts 1, 3, and 

Center in regard to deportment and advancement made in stud- 
ies persued, No. 2 might have ranked with the above mentioned 

had it not been for the unavoidable closing of the winter school 

nearly two weeks, on account of illness of teacher. Some of the 

pupils seemed to lose their interest and did not resume their 

places in the school-room which made the school quite small at 

the time of my last visit. Perhaps the cause might be traced to 

the parents as is too often the case. The schoolsin 4, 5, and 

Union did very well considering the disadvantages under which 

they labor; a small amount of school funds which must necessari- 

ly cause short terms of school. I wish to make particular men- 

tion of the fall term of school in district No. 3, over which I had 

no jurisdiction, it being 2 subscription school, but had the privi- 

lege in common with all interested, of visiting it, which I availed — 
myself of at the commencement and close of the term. I think 
the effort a marked success, and money well invested and would 
advise other districts to “go and do likewise”’.
